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A definite answer may now be 
made as to the presence of m ountain 
sheep on the ridges back of 
Palm 
Springs. 
Last Saturday, nine mem­ 
bers of the Sierra C lub hiked 
up 
M urray C anyon to the ridge separ­ 
ating M urray and Andreas Canyons. 
O ne of the party suddenly 
came 
upon a large ram, barely fifteen feet 
away; the wind was blowing from 
the ram tow ard the 
man, 
which 
probably accounts for his being able 
to approach so closely, though dur­ 
ing the mating season, this time of 
year, the sheep are not wild and 
often a whole band may 
be 
ap­ 
proached w ithout frightening it. 


Nearby were two ewes 
and 
when the rest of 
the 
hikers 
came up the sheep moved 
a 
short distance, then stopped to 
inspect the intruders 
of 
their 
rocky 
ridges. 
After a 
short 
pause the sheep bounded down 
the ridge, making the descent 
in a few seconds. 


W ith the proper protection the 
num ber of sheep should increase and 
then, w hen the trail is completed to 
Idyllwild, Eastern visitors may have 
the chance of seeing sheep on 
the 
m ountains near Palm Springs.

defense mechanism to peer into 
the possibilities of enjoyment to 
be derived from acquaintance­ 
ship with the desert. Some have 
even gone so far as to admit 
that there might 
possibly 
be 
some sense in giving up money 
making as a direct objective, to 
enjoy this great outdoors while 
still young enough to get about. 


T he small cousins of the smoke 
tree are in blossom. You have prob­ 
ably noticed the purple or deep blue 
blossom on the small, smoke tree­ 
like bushes; they resemble the smoke 
tree and belong to the same genus, 
w hich means they are members of a 
small group, that together with many 
more similar groups make up the 
great Pea Family. 


Parosela 
californica

most often seen in this locality. 
However, 
its

relative, 
Parosela schottii, will also 
be 
found. 
The blossoms are sim­ 
ilar, there is some difference in 
the bark of each but the dis­ 
tinctive identification mark 
is 
the difference in the shape of 
leaf; Parosela californica has 
a 
small leaf resembling that of the 
mesquite and Parosela schottii, 
has a single, 
simple, 
narrow, 
needle-like leaf; you can see the 
difference at once 
when

compare the two. 


Parosela emoryn is the dye weed. 
It also has purple flowers but may be 
distinguished from the others by the 
orange stain left by 
the

flower. Its leaf is similar to Parosela 
californica.

The finest exam ple of fire fighting 
efficiency th at has ever come to the 
attention of th is writer, was exempli­ 
fied by the Palm Springs fire depart­ 
ment in com batting the blaze. 
One room of the building was filled 
with hundreds of cans of paint and 
other inflam m able m aterial, while ad­ 
joining it w ere cans of alcohol and 
steel barrels of turpentine and oils. 
Although every 
can 
of 
paint had 
burst, causing a fire of intense heat, 
and the fire w as consuming rolls of 
tar paper and other m aterials in the 
room containing the alcohol and tu r­ 
pentine, the firemen extinguished the 
blaze before the cans and barrels in 
the latter room exploded. 
If these 
had exploded, the building would have 
been completely demolished. 
So quickly did the firemen extin­ 
guish the blaze, and so accurately did 
they direct th e 
water 
in the right 
placee, that all of the valuable rec­ 
ords of the com pany were saved, but 
everything else of value in the build­ 
ing, w ith the exception of the highly 
explosive alcohol and turpentine, were 
burned.

W e believe this is a golden oppor­ 
tunity for the people of Palm Springs 
to secure a com plete up-to-date sani­ 
tary sew er system and disposal plant 
for approxim ately $25,000. 
From our investigation wre believe 
that we can get the consent of the 
Indians for a right-of-way across the

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MOTHER’S DAY 
President Franklin I). Roosevelt reminds Am­ 
erica that Sunday, May 12, will be Mother’s Day. 
In a proclamation, issued at 
Washington, 
the 
President said: 
‘‘On the ninth day of May, 
1914, 
President Wilson, in response to a joint 
resolution of the Congress, issued a proc­ 
lamation directing Government officials 
to display the United States flag on all 
Government buildings and inviting the 
people of the United States to display the 
flag at their homes or other suitable 
places on each second Sunday in May as 
a public expression of our love and rever­ 
ence for the mothers of our country. 
“In the intervening years the observ­ 
ance of Mother’s Day has 
assumed a 
deep and growing significance. It is not 
my purpose this year to issue a special 
proclamation on the subject as I believe 
that the attention of the American peo­ 
ple will be so devoted to the cause of that 
day that repeated formal action on the 
part of the chief executive is unneces­ 
sary.

PER CAPITA DEBT OF BRITAIN 
Referring to partisan criticism of emergency 
expenditures by the federal government, to pro­ 
vide work relief and otherwise combat the depres­ 
sion, and the charge that such expenditures would 
affect the tax rate, Comptroller of the Currency 
J. F. T. O’Connor said in a radio 
address last 
week: 
“The public debt of Great Britain is $33,904,­ 
080.000, or $737.37 per capita; in France it is $21,­ 
108,840,000, or $503.78 per capita. These do not 
include their war debts. The United States now 
has a public debt of $28,478,604,000, or $224.60 per 
cajiita, which is approximately one-third that of 
Great Britain and one-half that of France. Can 
it be said that our country is less able than other 
nations to jiay its much less capita national debt? 
“Let us analyze this from another angle. The 
expenditures of the United States 
government 
during the period from April 6, 1917 (the day on 
which we entered the World W ar), to June 
30, 
1919, amounted to $32,428,000,000, exclusive of 
public debt retirement figures. 
This was an av­ 
erage expenditure of the United States govern­ 
ment during the period from January 1, 1933, to 
March 29,1935, aggregated $14,124,067,000, exclu­ 
sive of public debt retirement figures. This repre­ 
sented an average expenditure of $17,266,586 per 
day. 
It is strikingly evident, therefore, that the 
government of the United States spent more than 
twice as much per day to destroy human life in a 
great war as it has spent and is spending to pre­ 
serve human life as a result of the greatest de­ 
pression.” 


SILVER SOAPS 
The outlook for “silver prosperity” constant­ 
ly improves. 
During the past few weeks silver quotations 
throughout the world have soared. This is prin­ 
cipally due to the belief that the United States 
Government is determined to establish the price 
for new silver at $1.29 an ounce. 
Coupled with the rise in price, according to 
the Wall Street Journal, there has been almost 
complete dearth of supply, as holders of the white 
metal cling to their stocks in the belief that still 
higher prices are in prospect. 
A good example of the trend is afforded by 
Japan, where the Japanese domestic silver deal­ 
ers’ association recently raised its price to 71.764 
yen per kilogram—the highest price established 
by that group since 1919. By contrast, the price 
was but 47.597 yen per kilogram — the highest 
price established by that group since 1919.

Thus, it looks as if our long-depressed silver 
mines are at last on the verge of brighter times.

THE FLIGHT OF THE CLIPPER 
April 16, 1935, is a date that will go down per­ 
manently in the annals of aviation and transpor­ 
tation history. 
It marks the first successful as 
well as practical transoceanic flight from a com­ 
mercial standpoint. 
Captain Edwin C. Musick and five companion 
officers piloted the huge twenty-ton Pan-Amer­ 
ican Clipper plane on a course as straight as that 
of a homing pigeon, from San Francisco to Hono­ 
lulu, a distance of about 
twenty-five 
hundred 
miles, in the record time of a little more than sev­ 
enteen hours. 
In the past, ocean flights have been consid­ 
ered by a large majority of the public as spec­ 
tacular stunts, indulged in only by daredevils who 
figured the publicity was worth the risk. The only 
thing spectacular about the flight of the Clipper 
is the unspectacular way in which it was accom­ 
plished. 
The flight was carried out on schedule al­ 
most to the minute. 
And -after nearly a day in 
the air, the crew stepped from the plane clean­ 
shaven, dressed in 
blue 
uniforms 
without 
a 
wrinkle, and looking far fresher than many 
of 
those on hand to greet them. 
In the words of 
Captain Musick, “It was a regular routine job.” 
According to press reports, the Pan-Amer­ 
ican Air Lines plans to inaugurate an air route to 
the Far East within the next few months. After 
witnessing such proof not only of the possibility, 
but of the feasibility of such an air route, one’s 
mind is completely staggered with 
pictures 
of 
speed, comfort and safety with which it will soon 
be possible to travel to all parts of the world. Resi­ 
dents of San Francisco will week-end in Honolulu. 
And the trip to Shanghai, China, which now takes 
three weeks by boat, will take only forty-five to 
fifty hours by air. 


DIME CHAIN LETTERS 
The U. S. Postoffice Department has definite­ 
ly put its heavy foot down on the practice, en­ 
joyed by millions, of sending dime chain letters 
through the mails. 
Just as a few additional millions began so­ 
liciting money in a new twist of the chain letter 
game, the Postoffice Department announced that 
chain letter use of the mails is in violation of both 
the postal lottery and fraud statutes. 
A ruling by Solicitor Karl A. Crowley in W ash­ 
ington banished the chain letters to the realm of 
fraud on the ground that a person joining a chain 
has no knowledge as to how far the chain already 
has progressed and in parting with his money has 
no guarantee th at he will receive anything in re­ 
turn. 
And that’s that. 


ANCIENT HISTORY 
A scientist delving into the hazy past has con­ 
cluded that the first man to rise from the monkey 
stage and walk on two feet originated in Central 
Asia only 400,000 years ago. The “Java Ape Man” 
whose case interested science was supposed to 
have been the first man, living 600,000 years ago.

A FAIR BREAK FOR ALL 
Throughout the country, groups of consumers 
are rising in protest against high prices, notably 
those charged for milk, meat and other agricul­ 
tural products. 
In many cases, these protests are doubtless 
justified—but there is danger that a misunder­ 
standing of actual conditions may cause people 
to become inimical toward the farmer’s desire to 
obtain a fair selling price for his goods. That de­ 
sire is the underlying principle in the work of all 
our great agricultural cooperatives. 
High prices charged at retail don’t necessar­ 
ily mean that the actual producer gets even profit­ 
able prices. Giving the farmer fair prices doesn’t 
mean that the consumer is going to be stung, 
the case of most commodities, the final selling 
price is many times the price paid at the farm.

No doubt there should be more printers in 
penitentiaries; but for some reason or other they 
are not in captivity.

W ithin a few days the Joint tax 
com m ittee of the two houses, called 
"th e com m ittee of 14,” will hand In a 
re p o rt in which they are expected to 
recom m end 
the 
following revenue 
m easures: 
(in m illions) income tax, 
26; bank and corporation franchise 
tax increase, 11—both of these already 
passed by the Assembly, and by this 
recom m endation the Senate will ac­ 
cep t reluctantly the Governor-Farm 
B ureau figure of one-third the federal 
tax, instead of 
F u rth er the Joint 
com m ittee will recom mend increasing 
th e sales tax to 3 percent w ith the 
exem ption of certain specified foods. 
27 m illions in new income; 25, mil­ 
lions from weight-value tax on trucks, 
th ere being slight possibility of the 
Field-Philllps ton-mile tax bill passing 
this session. 
Some day this will be 
th e form of taxation for trucks, and 
those who oppose it now will be sup­ 
porting it, if you w ant a prophecy! 
E xtending th e sales tax to utility 
bills—gas, light, phone—which 
the 
com m ittee is expected to recommend, 
w ill raise 16 millions, and will not be 
a popular tax, but then, you might' in­ 
dicate which will be the 
popular 
item s, except those which appear to 
ta x th e other fellow. 
You'll have to 
pay $5 for th e next auto plates, to 
raise an additional 7 m illions; pay a 
higher hard liquor tax, 7, and an in­ 
creased beverage tax lMt—“hard and 
soft liquors” I suppose—and finally an 
increased inheritance tax, for three 
additional millions. T his ought to add 
up to a little over 123 millions new 
m oney. 
The Joint com m ittee has not decided 
y et about severance taxes, suggested

question, voted upon two years ago, 
o f tran sferrin g the old road bond pay­ 
m ents from the general fund to the 
gas tax fund, which would save the 
general fund (for w hich all th is new 
revenue m ust be raised) some 8 mil­ 
lions. 
It has pretty

decided 
ag ain st th e so-called (and rightly call­ 
ed) "nuisance taxes," originally sug­ 
gested for th eater adm issions, tobac­ 
co, real estate transfers, etc., all ex­ 
pensive to collect, and annoying. The 
sources for relief funds are also unde­ 
cided. 
So much for revenue: 
On the other 
side of th e picture, the W ays 
and

One of these, an adm inis­ 
tration bill, introduced by me at th e

For The Modern 
MOTHER’S DAY

1 cup sifted cake flour 
1 cup sifted sugar 
(4 teaspoon salt 
6 egg whites 
M teaspoon cream of tartar 
4 egg yolks, beaten until thick and 
lemon-colored 
% teaspoon lemon extract 
Sift flour once, measure, add 54 
of sugar, and sift together four 
times. 
Add salt to egg w hites and 
beat with flat wire whisk. 
W hen 
foamy, add cream of tartar, and 
continue beating until whisk leaves 
faint line when drawn across sur­ 
face of egg whites. 
Add rem aining 
sugar gradually, and continue beat­ 
ing as before, until texture is very 
fine and even and egg w hites are 
stiff enough to hold up in peaks, 
but not dry. Fold In egg yolks and 
lemon extract. 
Sift small amount 
of flour over m ixture and fold in 
carefully; continue until all is used. 
Turn into ungreased tube pan and 
bake in slow oven (300* F.) 30 
minutes, then Increase heat slightly 
(325° F.) 
and bake 35 m inutes 
longer. 
Remove from oven and 
Invert pan 1 hour, or until cold. 
Oranoe Maas 
1 package lemon-flavored gelatin 
154 cups warm w ater 
2 tablespoons sugar 
54 cup orange juice 
1 tablespoon grated orange rind 
54 to 1 cup heavy cream 
Dissolve gelatin in warm water. 
Add sugar, orange juice, and rind. 
Chill until cold and syrupy. 
Fold 
in cream, whipped only until thick 
and shiny, but not stiff. Chill until 
slightly thickened. Turn into mold. 
Chill until firm. 
Unmold.

6 to 8.

2 tablespoons lemon juice

and 


milk 


pineapple Juice thoroughly. 
Add 
pineapple. 
Chill. 
Beat egg w hites 
until stiff and fold into chilled 
mixture. 
Pour Into freezing pan. 
Place in freezing unit. 
After mix­ 
ture is about half frozen remove 
from refrigerator. 
Scrape m ixture 
from sides and bottom of pan. Beat 
until smooth but not until melted. 
Smooth out and replace in freezing 
unit until frozen for serving. Serves 
six.

W hat he doesn’t know is that 
these taxes a re now one of the larg­ 
est revenue producers the governm ent 
has—and th a t a b itter war is slowly 
getting under way betw een the friends 
and opponents of the tax. 
D uring th e past 21 months. Income 
taxes brought 1760,060,000 into 
the 
Federal till. 
Processing taxes brought 
In 1792,000.000. 
And. w hether 
the 
tax is good o r evil. It is an undenied 
fact th a t every cent of th at three- 
qu arter billion came from the pocket- 
books of American housew ives. 
In 
theory, of course, the tax falls upon 
the food middlemen of the nation— 
the producers of smoked m eat, 
the 
handlers of sugar, the bakers, th e cig­ 
arette m anufacturers. 
In actual prac­ 
tice, the cost of the tax is sim ply ad­ 
ded to the selling price of the product. 
Exam ple:

Dr. Sm ith suggested there should be 
som e local agency, with legal author­ 
ity to enforce its regulations, to pre­ 
vent the renting of rooms or homes, 
previously occupied by persons hav­ 
ing comm unicable diseases, until the 
rooms have been thoroughly disinfect­ 
ed. 
He also suggested th at no one 
should be 
employed 
handling food, 
who does not have a doctor's certifi­ 
cate, show ing he is free of any con­ 
tagious or infectious disease. 
The 
com m unity is enjoying good health, 
he said, and would 
like 
to see no 
stone left unturned to alw ays keep It 
so. 
Dr. Sm ith said the responsibility of 
keeping th e com m unity free from dis­ 
ease rests largely w ith th e public. "It 
Is the duty of every person to report 
any comm unicable 
disease, 
and he 
quoted the following from the statutes 
of the state: 


“pl6. All physicians, nurses, clergy­ 
men, attendants, owners, proprietors, 
m anagers, employes, and persons liv­ 
ing or visiting any sick person in any 
hotel, lodging house, house, building, 
office, structure, or other place where 
any person shall be ill of any in­ 
fectious, contagious or communicable 
disease, shall prom ptly report

of the person, if known, and place 
where such person is confined, and 
nature of the disease, if known.

Oklahoma City— H istorical author­ 
ities drew a parallel betw een the de­ 
vastating m arch of frontier buffalo 
herds and th e plowing of prairie sod, 
in seeking to gauge the eventual ef­ 
fect of 1935 dust storm s. 
Native vegetation vanished in the 
path of both buffalo and plow, leav­ 
ing topsoll at the m ercy of the winds 
and erosion by rain. 
Claude E. Hensley, El Reno. (Okla.) 
historian, said there are Indian leg­ 
ends and statistical 
evidence 
that 
stream s, now silt-fllled and small, were 
once m ighty rivers which were choked 
ny the Influx of soil powdered 
by 
hoofs of the buffalo. 
Southw estern farm ers are com bat­ 
ing com parable conditions on cultivat­ 
ed land by deep listing, terracing and 
planting of cover crops which will re­ 
sist inroads of the wind. 
Buffalo herds traveled northw ard in 
the spring, southw ard each fall, be­ 
fore them the prairie was lush 
with 
heavy grass, small shrubs and hardy 
wildflowers. 
In their wake all vege­ 
tation was gone and there rem ained 
dust to a depth of five or six inches. 
Contem porary com m entators speak 
of buffalo herds m assed thick "over 
a tw enty to fifty-mile front and of un­ 
known depth.” 
Maj. H enry Inman, a frontier offi­ 
cer, reported th at betw een 1868 and 
1871 $2,500,000 was paid for buffalo 
bones gathered on th e prairies and 
shipped E ast to be need in the m anu­ 
facture of fertilizer. 
It took 100 car­ 
casses to m ake a ton of bones and a t 
$S a ton the sum paid represented the 
slaughter of 31,000.000 buffalo.

For the second 
successive 
year 
there will be no sale of delinquent 
tax properties in Riverside county or 
elsewhere in California this year, it 
is announced by County Tax Collector 
C. It. Stibbens. 
The sale, formerly held to dispose 
to the highest bidders properties on 
which taxes had been delinquent five 
years, Is held up again this year by 
legislative act postponing all 
such 
sales until July 1, 1936, the collector 
said. 
However, to avoid the 
possibility 
th at future sales might be declared 
by courts luvalld If the annual ad­ 
vertising of delinquencies were sus­ 
pended, the legislature has 
ordered 
t.liat the custom ary new spaper adver­ 
tising of the delinquent tax list be 
carried out by the collectors again 
this year. 
The publication will be made during 
the first week in June. 
This list will 
not differ from that of normal years 
except that the collector will Include 
with the publication a notice of the 
continuance of the sale by legislative 
act. 
Another year's delay of the public 
sale was ordered by the law-makers to 
allow owners the additional tim e to 
perfect redem ptions on their 
prop­ 
erties. 
The redem ptions were made 
easier by a m oratorium on penalties 
on delinquent taxes. 
All properties that norm ally would 
be sold by the collector to the high­ 
est bidder will be deeded to the state 
this year. 
A new plan for selling the 
delinquent properties, 
enabling 
the 
board of supervisors to accept any 
reasonable offer was passed at the last 
session of the legislature. 
Form erly, 
the county officials were required to 
receive at least the amount of the un­ 
paid taxes, penalties and interest.

of action by th e board of supervisors 


on the ordinance providing for 
the 


abolition of th e office of county gam e 


warden, was revealed a t M onday's ses­ 


sion, with the filing of correspondence 


from H erbert C. Davis, executive of­ 


ficer of the sta te division of fish and 


game. 


It was disclosed th at it has been 
the decision of the division to abolish 
all dual positions, such as is held by 
Jam es H. Gyger, of Perris, who for 
m any years has served as sta te and 
county warden, and th a t it is expected 
Mr. Gyger will tile h is resignation as 
county game warden, after which the 
board will abolish the office. 
“I am directing W arden Gyger to 
present his resignation to your hoard.” 
w rote Mr. Davis, "in view of th e as­ 
surance contained in your letter (from 
Chairm an J. E. McGregor) th at the 
position of county game garden will 
be definitely abolished. 
“At the earliest possible date, this

M O T H E R ’S DAY, ITS ORIGIN 
AND HISTORY, STA R TE D 
300 
YEARS 
AGO 


According to Mrs. McCluer, M other's 
Day had its origin in England ahout 
300 years ago, in the medieval cus­ 
tom of visiting one's m other on a mid 
lenten Sunday. 
T he children cam e 
hom e with presents for their m others. 
F a th er baked the cakes that the chil­ 
d ren especially liked. 
T he custom drifted to the 
U nited 
S tates and was observed indifferently 
until the formal observance sprang 
up In the first part of the present cen­ 
tu ry . 
W hen a few yeare ago the Amer- 
-ican W ar M others becam e in terest­ 
ed In tracing the origin of th is na­ 
tio n al anniversary, they searched th e 
records. 
O thers claim ed recognition 
to this honor; but the W ar M others 
(one of the few bodies chartered by 
C ongress), decided th at Frank E. Her- 
ing was the real father of M other’s 
Day. 


I-a/st fall they sent a com m ittee to 
h is home in South Bend, Indiana, to 
pin upon his breast th eir medal 
of 
honor, aw arded to but three others, 
all from m ilitary life. 
His is the O D l y 
m edai aw arded to a civilian. P resident 
W ilson established the day officially. 
By 1914 M other's Day had becom e 
sufficiently established th at a bill to 
have it set aside for national observ­ 
ance was introduced in Congress by 
S enator Thom as Heflin. 
It 
passed 
both houses and was signed by P resi­ 
d e n t W ilson. 
A law w as passed th at 
th e President annually request th e ob­ 
servance of M other’s Day, and th at he 
authorize the Stare and Stripes to be 
displayed on all F ederal buildings on 
th a t day. 


M iss Anna Jarvis issued a circular 
In 1909 in which she suggested the 
d ate as the second Sunday in May. and 
asked that every person Join in doing 
hom age. 
She conceived the idea a 
year or so previous and attem pted to 
have it established to com m em orate 
th e anniversary of her m other’s death. 
In th is circular she 
suggested 
the 
w hite carnation as the emblem of 
M other's Day, if the m other is d ep art­ 
ed. 
It's w hiteness stands for purity, 
its form beauty, its fragrance love, its 
wide frill of growth charity, its last­ 
ing quality faithfulness; all a true 
m other's attributes.

DESTRUCTION BY 


CARPET BEETLES 


Valuable furniture, rugs, m attress, 
and w earing apparel were destroyed 
in Palm Springs hom es last sum m er 
by carpet beetles. 
There 
are 
six 
species of these beetles, the larvae 
and the adults subsisting upon dried 
anim al rem ains, such as leather and 
hair in furniture, as well as 
upon 
wool, feathers, fur and silk. 
The m easures to be used for the 
control of carpet beetles depend upon 
the place in the house where the pest 
is causing injury. 
If carpet beetles 
are troublessom e in trunks, chests., or 
closets th at are not opened often, a 
good grade of flake naphthalene, para- 
dlclilorohenzene, or cam phor will give 
good results. 
If the trouble is in clos­ 
ets in daily use, beneath carpets or 
rugs, or in piano felts or upholstered 
furniture, these substances 
are 
of 
practically no value, and one must 
fum igate the house as a whole or in 
part with either hydrocyanic-acid gas, 
carbon disulphide, or carbon tetrach- 
lorid, or use the still older, more 
tedious .and less effective means of 
control consisting in frequent search 
for and the killing of the individual 
larvae and adults, and the treatm ent 
of floor cracks and 
sim ilar 
hiding 
places with kerosene, gasoline, or ben­ 
zine. 
The following m aterials 
and 
m ethods may be employed w ith satis­ 
factory results: 
N aphthalene in th e form of flakes 
(preferably) or moth balls is effective 
when used at the ra te of one-half to 
I pound to each 10 to 13 cubic feet 
of space. 
Paradichlorobenzene 
crystals 
are 
sim ilar in general appearance to those 
of naphthalene. 
The fum es given off 
by the slow evaporation of the crys­ 
tals in a tightly closed container will 
kill all stages of the carpet beetle, if 
about 1 pound of crystals is used for 
each 10 cubic feet of space. 
Camphor is not as quickly effective

hours (if necessary). Fum igation with 
form aldehyde candles, although excel­ 
lent 
for killing disease germs, is 
w orthless for insect control, and the 
public is w arned accordingly. Sulphur 
rumes will kill m any carpet beetles, 
but very few persons succeed in kill­ 
ing all carpet beetles wtih 
sulphur 
fumes. 
Sulphur should be burned at 
the rate of 13 1-2 ounces per 1,000 
cubic feet of space. 
It is likely to 
blench wall paper and line fabrics and 
tarnish m etals, and should never be 
used unless one is aw are of these pos­ 
sible bad results. 
Hydrocyanic-acid gas is the 
best 
gas known and in present use for the 
fum igation of houses, or 
parts 
of 
houses, for the speedy elim ination of

Carbon disulphide is a fum igant in 
general use for killing insects of all 
sorts in containers th a t are reasonably 
tight. 
It is excellent for killing car­ 
pet beetles in chests, truks, and clos­ 
ets that can be closed and sealed. It 
■ lias been used for th e fumigation of 
entire buildings when these are de­ 
tached. 
It is purchased 
a t 
drug 
stores or of chem ical firms as a liquid 
put up in tin cans containing 1, 2, 5 
or 10 pounds each. 
Upon exposure 
to the air, the liquid evaporates, form ­ 
ing a gas heavier than 
air 
which 
sinks through the container 
being 
fum igated and kills the insects by suf­ 
focation. 
The gas is exlosive in the 
presence of fire, and m ust be handled 
w ith the sam e care as gasoline. 
Carbon tetrachlorid is used in exact­ 
ly the sam e way and for the same 
purpose as carbon disulphide, except 
th a t from two to three tim es as much 
of the liquid m ust be used to fum igate 
the sam e am ount of space.

The original estim ate of a Sanitary 
D istrict for Palm Springs, made 
last 
year, was $75,000 and the 
interest 
thereof. 
In making the estim ate this year on 
the new district, the engineers, fear­ 
ing the SERA labor m ight m aterially 
increase the cost, 
have 
therefore 
made the estim ate large. The district 
being formed at this tim e is for the 
purpose of getting SERA help. 
This 
federal aid will am ount to approxi­ 
mately two-thirds of the total 
esti­ 
mate, of $100,002 and will include all 
the labor cost and at least th irty per 
cent of m aterials. 
Upon th at basis 
it could not cost Palm Springs more 
than one-third of the total estim ate. 
We cannot receive any SERA aid 
until we have a district. However, we 
are not bound by the SERA engineers’ 
estim ate and if it may be done more 
cheaply, we will do it. 
The assessm ent for w hatver bond 
issues will be paid only in accordance 
with benefits received. 
W ith taxes 
payable over a period of 40 years, this 


taxation is negligible to the indivi­ 
dual. 
S anitary conditions here m ust be 
im proved and the only m eans 
by 
which 
they 
m ay 
be 
improved 
is 
through the creation of a Sanitary 
D istrict. 
It is vitally essential th a t 
this be formed not only for this com­ 
ing year, but five years front now. 
In the event th at SERA funds can­ 
not be secured and the to tal project 
should fall upon a local bond issue, w e 
would be in favor of proceeding w ith 
the district only in a very modified 
form. 
We believe, how ever, th a t the dis­ 
trict as now planned w ith the two- 
thirds Federal Aid which it is sche­ 
duled to reecive, is favorable to th e 
com m unity as a whole and will be o f 
lasting benefit to Palm Springs.
